— The question of re-sfnictur- 
ing of the national statistical sys tcm with a view to improving 
its efficiency and efficacy in the context of the requirements 
of statistical data for purposes of planning and decision 
making in the Government has been under consideration of 
the Government of India for some time. Experience as 
well as reviews conducted from time to time have shown 
some gaps and differences in the Statistical System. It has 
also been felt that there should be a better liaison between 
the Central Statistical Organisation, State Statistical Bureaus 
and the Department of Statistics of the Universities. It has 
thus become imperative that the national statistical system 
should be streamlined with a view to eliminate duplication, 
overlapping and wastage in collection of statistical data as 
also setting up a well-coordinated system. With this object 
in view, the Government of India has decided to appoint a 
high-powered committee to go into these matters carefully.

(d) To suggest measure for proper co-ordination by 
the CSO in the development and maintenance of 
statistical norms and standards, 

(e) To review the working of the collection of Statis- 
tics Act, 1953 and to suggest comprehensive legis- 
lation for providing more effective control and co- 
ordination of, and avoiding duplication in the 
collection of statistical data under the Act. 

4. The Committee will have its headquarters at New 
Delhi. The Committee, may, however, undertake such 
field visits as may be necessary. 

5. The Committee would submit its report to the Govern- 
ment of India within a period of four months from the date 
of its constitution, 

6. The Department of Statistics will provide secretarial 
assistance to the Committee.
